Mutual Assets 
Reach Total of 
$479 Million

Combined net assets of the Na­ 
tional Securities Series of mutual 
funds amounted to over $479,000,. 
000 on August 31. 1959. it was 
announced today by Henry J. 
Simpson Jr., president of Nation­ 
al Securities and Research Corp­ 
oration, which sponsors and man­ 
ages the seven open-end mutual 
funds comprising the series.

One of the largest groups ol 
mutual funds in the country. Na- 
tvonal Securities Series has more 
than 180,000 shareholder ac­ 
counts.
, Since inception in 1940 through 
its latest fiscal year, over $115 
million in dividends representing 
investment income and over $62 
million realized from net securi­ 
ties profits have been paid to 
their shareholders by the com­ 
bined funds.

C itos Rapid Expansion
At the end of its first fiscal 

year on April 30. 1941, the series 
had 712 shareowner accounts and 
less than $1.1 million in net as* 
sets. On April 30. 1950. the num­ 
ber of shareowner accounts had 
increased to 42,846 and combined 
net assets of the seven funds 
had > mounted to $62.6 million. 
In April of 1955, shareowner ac­ 
counts totalled 95,184 and com­ 
bined net assets had further in­ 
creased to $233.8 million.

Simonson noted that, whereas 
California accounted for about 10 
per cent of the personal incoma 
created in the country in 1958, 
sales of mutual funds in the stat* 
accounted for over 15.5 per cent 
of the national total in the same 
year, according.to. d.ata compiled 
by the National Association of 
Investment Companies.

Commenting on t h e business 
and market outlook. Simonson re­ 
ported that it was the opinion of 
the organization which manages 
the funds that stock prices as 
measured by widely used price 
averages and indexes had not yet 
reached the high point of th« 
year.

Predicts Fnd of Strike
Business activity has continued 

at a high level, although the steel 
strike is impeding industrial pro­ 
duction and some related activi­ 
ties in the current quarter of the 
year. The series' manager expects 
that the strike will be settled be­ 
fore the end of the current quar­ 
ter, however, and that the sub­ 
sequent rebound will carry th« 
nation's economy into new high 
ground.

Combined expenditures by in­ 
dividuals, business and govern­ 
ment (commonly referred to as 
gross national product), industri­ 
al production, retail sales, per­ 
sonal income and corporate prof­ 
its are all expected by the fund 
manager to attain new all-t i m * 
peaks in 1959.

Total corporate dividend pay- 
Wnts should also attain a rec­ 
ord high level, although increas­ 
es on » per share basis will con­ 

tinue to he selective and moder* 
late and should develop primarily 
I in the last quarter of 1959 and 
the first quarter of I960.
